JOHN: But the thing with Ezekiel the, could 

also be interpreted by various people as spaceships.

We're looking at, at rocket propelled vehicles, right? 
Now we're -- now that's a reality. We've gone to the 
moon , haven ' t we ? 

JOHN: Yes. 

DAVID: We're spacemen. See our technology 

has finally advanced like Daniel said it would. When 
much knowledge will be increased is one of the signs of 
the, of the Book of Daniel being opened, because it was 
sealed to the time of the end just like all the other 
prophecies. So what happened to roe, literally happened 
to me, didn't just happen to me so I could say wow, 
man, I was taken up to past Orion and it was -- 

JOHN: Right. 

DAVID: -- it was wild and I saw this and saw 

and I was -- 

JOHN: Was there amyone with you when this 

happened, David?

The earth is a 
testing field. I mean it's imbelievable, man. 

The technology and sciences is, is above and 
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beyond -- okay, for instance the City of God that, that 
in Revelation that travels on the 12 foundations of 
sapphires and gems and all that. The, the whole 
conception of, of laser, laserology (sic) , the sciences 
of, of radio frequency wave, light, visual, audio 
spectrum light rays, everything in the universe 
operates on frequencies.

JOHN; To hear out what you want to talk 
about, your platform.

JOHN: Go ediead. 

DAVID: I have a commander too. 

JOHN: Okay. And your commander being God, 

correct? 

DAVID: Well, but see let's, let's call him 

Haviklesh (phonetic sp.). Okay? Let's call him by a 
proper name now. Okay, let's call him, let's call him 
human beings that are far beyond advanced. I mean 
let's say that there's a reality of science and 
technology which we would call God. But actually that 
technology, that science, that world has required us 
through Christ to call him Father.

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JOHN; Um-hum. 

DAVID: On the sea of glass in heaven there 

is a man. There is sciences and techno -- there, there 
are men who rule those governments. And they are very 
interested and have always been interested in the 
incubation or inception of this world after its fall. 

JOHN: Okay, I xmderstand that. 

DAVID: Okay. So you see, you're not dealing 

with a guy that has a beard. You're not dealing 
with you're dealing with science and its, and a 
judicial system which is totally fair.

JOHN: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And all of a sudden -- 

JOHN: I can understand that. 

DAVID: I came down in this little vehicle 

about the size of a, of a regular car. And I went up 
to each one of these little tanks and just simply cut 
the thing in two and wasted the guys inside of it. 

JOHN: Right. 

DAVID: And I shot beams up and knocked every 

one of the helicopters out of the air. 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And I came, and I came after the guys 

over there. Now at that moment of time -- 

JOHN: Would you want to do that? 

DAVID: Absolutely not. Because I was born 

in this world with you people. 
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JOHN: Um-hum. 

DAVID; (Indiscernible) here's the thing -- 
JOHN; But if you had that kind of capacity, 
would you want to take these people out that way? 

DAVID: Absolutely not. What I would like to 

do, now this is honest to God truth, what I would like 
to do is I would like to exhibition it, you know, maybe 
take off, take out this water tower in the back or 
something like that, you know.

I'd like to have a microphone and say all right, look, 
you guys. (Laughing.)

DAVID: Let's, let's talk about this. Look 

you, you don't know the situation. You really don't 
xinderstand. Now you've had plenty of time to scoff and 
mock us and all that. But now let's get serious -- 

JOHN: Now, but David you know it's got to, 

got to come out. You've got to take your people out. 

DAVID: Well, now listen now. That's, 

that's the --

Matthew 8, 1 to 4 and chapter 19, verse 14, it talks 
about you and I being children. 

HENRY; Okay. Well, why don't you come out? 
STEVE: Why don't I come out? 

HENRY: Sure. 

STEVE: Well, I was hoping we could negotiate 

and have you come in for a little chat first. 

HENRY: Well, I'd be delighted to have a chat 

with you.

STEVE : Look at these, these people that 

actually came to murder, I mean the only way they're 
going to get the justice they deserve is in God's 
court.

Six thousand years is long 
enough for man to fill up his cup. Seriously, . it 
really is. For me, for you, for all of us. And you're 
going to find out if you look up the word wisdom in the 
Bible and you look up the word fool and foolishness, 
you'll find out a man of wisdom is one that listens 
much and has his priorities straight and asks the hard 
core questions.

STEVE: Oh, yes, yes, yes. See God expects a 

faith and he gives you trials auid tests. Isn't that 
true? 

HENRY: That'S right. And that's not going 

to change . 

STEVE: I mean if you have any awareness of 

the Bible, you'll see that the Bible is full of 
illustrations and stories of individuals and what God 
has — 

HENRY: That's right. And, and merely 

leaving the compound -- 

STEVE: -- required of them. 

HENRY: -- leaving the compound should not 

change any of that. 

STEVE : But that ' s where you are not 

understanding. But it does you see. God told him to 
wait. And those people that are interested in -- 

HENRY; The compound 

STEVE: understanding the plan ^uld seeing 

it unfold will wait with him. They have freedom of 
choice to leave at will. But they all have spent this 
much of their life -- Judy has spent as much of her 
life in this as I have, 6-1/2 years. So when you have 
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spent that kind of time and you've given up your -- 

HENRY: I know -- 

STEVE: -- your whole form of lifestyle -- 

HENRY: — I know the, I know the investment

And he said the answer was wait. And he says humanly 
speaking you feel like returning and going wait, wait, 
wait, wait. I mean, you know, I mean, of course, one 
becomes apprehensive. You get anxious to clear up the 
issues. 

HENRY: Sure. 

STEVE: And he does himself. He's been, he's 

been talking about that to me for the last oh, off and 
on for the last 5 days. 

HENRY: You may need to conk him on the head. 

STEVE: It's never worked that way. 

HENRY: Oh, okay. 

STEVE: Henry, I mean I know what you're 

saying. But seriously, when I first met him, I've 
given you examples how •-

13 a traditional thing. You and I are raised and brought 

14 up with I mean a good share of Americans believing in 

15 this person of 2,000 years ago, Jesus Christ. But if 

16 you and I lived there. I'll be honest with you, I 

17 really doubt that I would have bought it back then. I 

18 don't see that I would have been a follower. 

19 HENRY: I think you would have. I mean if, 

20 if -- 

21 STEVE: I'm not — listen. Meaning look at, 

22 look at how many people left the guy in the first 

23 place. 

24 HENRY: Well -- 

25 STEVE: The very ones that he healed then 

they're saying crucify him. He didn't come in a three- 
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piece suit. He didn't come in the light of the way the 
Jews saw that he would be fulfilling prophecy. So 
they -- 

HENRY: Nell, neither -- 

STEVE: did not believe that he was a 

Messiah. He didn't fulfill their very desires and 
wishes as to their, the way their kingdom should be set 
up. 

HENRY: I, I think if you, if you can believe 

in, in David you certainly could have believed in -- 
STEVE: Hell, all the prophets talk about a 

ravenous - - 

HENRY: You're saying now -- 

STEVE: -- bird that comes in the final days. 

It's a -- he's a gentile it says. He cem't work -- 
HENRY: Well, now David is -- 

STEVE: -- any miracles. But he can open up 

the Bible. If you look at -- 

HENRY: But David, David -- 

STEVE: — Isaiah 40 through 66 you'll see 

it's, it's somebody. It may -- 

HENRY: You're not going to tell me -- 

STEVE: -- it may not be him, Henry, but it's 

definitely somebody. 

HENRY: Well, you're not going to tell me 

that David is a, is a -• did you say that, that he is 
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or is not going to be a gentile? 

STEVE: Well, it says in Isaiah 42 and in 

many other places it tells you about this person, 
Isaiah 44, 45. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

STEVE: Tells you ed^out this person that 

comes, what he's £d}le to do. God tells him you do not 
know me, but this is what I've got for you. It 
literally says you do not know me. He's never claimed, 
especially in hie beginning experience. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

STEVE; So the one thing he's -- you know 
what really interested me when I first met him I 
introduced him to a number of scholars in Hawaii. And 
the guy starts gobbling down a lot of food. And I'm 
going what in the heck is he doing? Because never can 
a person give a real clear speech and have your mind 
sharp if you're consuming food. Because as you know, 
the blood goes to the stomach and is pulled away from 
the brain. 

HENRY: But now he falls asleep sometimes, 

doesn't he? 

STEVE; He never does. The guy will sit up 
with you 24 hours if you have an interest. He'll go as 
long as necessary, as long as you cam go. It doesn't 
matter who the human being is in this whole world. 
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That'S what his mission has been from day one. 

HENRY; Um-hum. Well, you know, I think -- 
my feeling is, my thinking is that he, that he can 
probably do as much if not more good on the outside 
than, than confined 

STEVE : (Laughing.) So Henry 

HENRY : -- to, to the -- 

STEVE: -- you're a negotiator. 

HENRY: -- compound. Well 

STEVE : Well, and you -- 

HENRY: -- you know, I think, I think it's -- 

STEVE: -- obviously are a negotiator. 

You've 

HENRY: -- I think it's the right thing -- 

STEVE : - - been working with psychologies of 
men. I mean, you know, I -- if I were in your shoes I 
appreciate the statements on how you keep on trying to 
come back around and try it from this. And I mean, you 
know, there's nothing that has been new that's been 
offered by any one of you negotiators. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

STEVE: But I don't see what you could really 

offer or what you can do. I -- you're stuck. I 
realize that. 

HENRY: Well -- 

STEVE: If I were in your shoes, I guess I'd 
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try the same things over and over again. I would do 
the same. I would. I carn't help it. But -- 

HENRY: Yeah. I, I just think it's -- 

STEVE: I don't know, I -- 

HENRY: -- I just think it's interesting -- 

STEVE: --at times -- 

HENRY: -- that he, you know, some of the 
things that, that he says and does, you know, coincide 
with, with some things more than other things. 

STEVE: I wish the incident wouldn't have 

happened myself. Because I would still be sitting here 
waiting on something irregardless (sic) of that 
incident February the 28th. I mean we came here 
looking for something, and it was shown, and we've not 
been disappointed. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

STEVE: The days are winding down. I'm 

talking adsout earth's history. Not that the world is 
going to end, mind you. I'm not saying that at all. 
HENRY: Uh-huh. 

STEVE: There's going to be a chamge of 

events here taking place that a lot of people are going 
to be surprised about. 

HENRY: Nell, let's hope that -- 

STEVE: I know you don't buy it and believe 

it. It's, it's too bad. I don't -- I, I would never

gain an interest long enough to show them that there is 
a logical progression here.

STEVE; This is usually a time where, you 
know, it's impossible to get a hold of him. 

JENNIFER; How come? 

STEVE; Well, he's usually quiet, on his own, 
either sleeping or with his Bible, and he doesn't like 
to be disturbed. 
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JENNIFER: I thought this was our arranged 

time to talk to each other every day? 

STEVE: It is for you and I to do that, 

nothing was ever brought in about his name or anything.

So he called us this morning to confirm that it's 
going to be next Wednesday and we said, I don't know. 
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again, this is news to us. So that's why we're 
calling, to make sure that -- 

STEVE: Well DeGuerin, David will let him 

know, as yourselves, if that's what the need is, that 
if there's dates and times, like, even by DeGuerin, if 
he puts times on David, he might as well take a hike 
today. 

JENNIFER: No, he didn't put times on David, 

they had this discussion and part of the written 
contract that they have says that they will be coming 
out on the, or you all will be --

the sums that originally were shown were just -- 

JENNIFER; Well, I don't need to know that. 

STEVE: Well, I know you don't but that's 

what it comes down to, you see, so, no, it has not 
really been worked out. In fact, we told them, when 
they left, they needed to come back because we were 
going to revise the contracts that were handed to us. 

JENNIFER: Okay, he has not mentioned that to 

us at all. 

STEVE: I'm sure he wouldn't. I'm sure he 

wouldn't.

JOHN-4: Hello. 

STEVE: This is, this is pretty rough. 

JOHN-4: I don't know, yeah, it is. It could 

be weather, I don't know. 

STEVE: No, what, the point being is this, 

what's the sense of even, what kind of negotiators are 
you people? What kind of spokespeople are you people? 

JOHN-4: We don't, you know, we don't do the 

press conferences, Steve, and I think you're getting 
hung up on minutia here. 

STEVE: I can't even hear you. 

JOHN-4: There's a, there's a bigger here, 

you know, it's resolution. I think you're getting up 
on minutia. You know, like I say, we don't do the 
press conferences. 

STEVE: We're not hiong up on anything. We 

all chose the, John, we all chose to come here because 
we, differently tham yourself, we believe in the Bible. 
That's why we're here, and because certain people came 
to turn our lives upside down or attempt to do so, 
we're still walking in the path that we've chose to ‘ 
that's laid out very clear to us, laid out by the bible 
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and Bhow it to us thereby . So that ' b been the agenda 
before that, that incident of the 28th of the February 
and it still is. But at the same time David said we'd 
come out and I believe that's true and we're actually, 
those that are in here are prepared to do so. They're 
waiting to do so and the element, of course, is time. 
So, I mean, and it's not something that we forget 
about, I mean, it's a day by day thing. 

JOHN-4: Well, you know, it is a big deal, 

you know, you said, you know, it was indicated that 
it's not a big deal, it is a big deal, you know, it's a 
big deal. We're here to try to peacefully resolve this 
thing, that's a big deal. 

STEVE; Yeah, and I never, in fact, if you go 
back and listen to the tape and to the context, that's 
not exactly what was implied at all . 

JOHN-4; Well, the indication was that at the 
end of Passover, we'd have a resolution, a peaceful 
resolution . 

STEVE; No, no, that's -- 

JOHN-4: That's significant. 

STEVE: No, John, that came in response to 

my, what they said about the attorney's. That was 
never stated to them, by them, never. That's what I 
said plainly. They, they asked, and, and the truth of 
the matter is, when, when DeGuerin first came in, I 
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mean, I eat on the porch the first day, I believe it 
was Tuesday or Wednesday, but Wednesday of his first 
meeting when he was inside, he actually said or implied 
that well, when are you coming out, right now or 
tomorrow? 

JOHN-4: Well, you know, I don't wemt to get 

into any conversation with you and your attorney. 

STEVE; No, I know that, but no, but no, no, 
we're talking time though, John, that's all. I mean, 
that's not a big deal. That's not the issue of, you 
know, legalities and all that anyway, but no commitment 
was ever made to him because David implied he had to 
wait upon hie God, and he tried to explain to him by 
going through the prophecies why that was so he could 
logically understand. That's what it's ad>out. 

JOHN- 4 : You know, but, if you Weuit to get on 

with this, you know, we need, we need a resolution 
here, and, and, like.-I say, the attorney isn't going to 
wait forever and then you're probably gonna lose the 
services of probably one of the beet attorney's in the 
southwest . 

STEVE: Well, you know, we put God before any 

attorney on this earth or anybody. 

JOHN-4; I know that, I know that, but this 

is -- 


STEVE : So if that attorney caui't, you know. 
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can't correspond accordingly, well, I guess that he's 
got to do what he's got to do. 

JOHN-4: Well, it's a earthly, it's an 

earthly problem, but you know, you have to be practical 
and get those things aside before you cam go on to the, 
to the other. 

STEVE: It was also am earthly problem when 

God brought upon, a flood upon amcient, the world five 
thousand years ago. Same thing. Honestly. The same 
is gonna happen in this generation. You don't believe 
it, I do. That's the difference. Therein lies the 
problem of communication and understanding. 

I just wanted to respond. I was quite, I mean, 
it's quite entertaining to hear what some of these guys 
have to pass on. Like I was saying, when I sat here 
last night with David, there was, in fact, he was 
having a very calm, decent conversation with John #5, 
and in the process, all of a sudden, apparently this 
guy by the name of, what's his name? I can't even 
remember his name now, Duane, came on the telephone and 
being very intimidating and threatening. In fact, I 
remember David even using the words threatening. He 
said something about him being threatening and David 
responded basically the same way, not anything bad, 
not, not, not rough or anything else, just firm. You 
know, if you want to lay out a threat, well, then 
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expect, you know, the same reaction. 

JOHN- 4; Have you all sprung forward in 

there? 

STEVE: Have what? 

JOHN-4: Have you sprung forward in there? 

STEVE: Sprung forward? 

JOHN-4: Yeah. I just want to make sure 

we're all working on the same time. 

STEVE: What do you mean, have we sprung 

forward? 


JOHN-4 : You know, daylight savings? You 


know. 

STEVE: Oh, I see what you're saying. Yeah, 

we, of course. It's just a thing of semantics, 
vmderstanding, yeah. We're with you. 

JOHN-4: Okay, good. I just wanted to check, 

then, as it relates to reality. Where is David now? 

STEVE: He's still in his room. 

JOHN- 4 : Well, I need to, I need to talk to 


him. 


STEVE: You guys have a lot of needs and so 

do we. I'll start laying out my needs 
JOHN-4: Well, I think -- 

STEVE: Listen, John, I'll start laying out 

my needs to you and maybe we cem negotiate. 

JOHN-4: Well, why don't you? 
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STEVE: And my needs are, I'll tell you what. 

I'll give you a list like you won't believe, but I 
really do\ibt, from what you've already shovm for over a 
month, that you'll even meet one of them. 

J0HN>4: Well how long do you anticipate this 

going on? 

STEVE: Maybe today. 

JOKN-4 : urn-hum . 

STEVE: Maybe the end of the Passover. I, I 

really, John, I don't know. In honesty I don't Jcnow. 

I know that in the past, like I've told many 
negotiators, that when he has been told to wait, it can 
be the next day. It can be the next couple of days. 
But, I mean, this is not a first for us where, when he 
communicates with his God, he has said over months and 
years, the most frequent thing he gets from God is 
either trust or the word wait, one or the other. 

So, I mean, I know it's an xmusual thing for you 
people and the circumstances here are not what they 
should be and I appreciate what you're going through, I 
mean, I'm not enjoying it a lot more, in fact, a lot 
less, of course. And, so we're sitting, waiting by 
also to hear what the next move is or what it's about. 

JOHN-4: Well, you know, if a lot of things 

you say are, are fact, Steve, nothing is gonna affect, 
you know, the whole thing relative to you coming out or 
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staying in. If it's a divine thing, you know, you can 
go down to the store and get a six pack of coca-cola. 
It's not gonna affect the divine, the divine plan. You 
know, we're trying to deal with your, your human side 
relative to resolution. 

STEVE: No, if you, if you have a -- 

JOHN- 4: Do what's, you know, humanly best. 

STEVE: John, if you have an understanding of 

the bible, I mean, how God reacts and what he does, 
does, is in response to what his so-called, whoever 
they are, his people do. God, God lays out options as 
to how he fulfills the very prophetic word that he 
states he will. 

JOHN- 4; Well, humor me, Steve. Let me deal 
in earthly terms, okay? 

STEVE: Well this, that's exactly what I'm 

doing. When we talk, like, Bible, we're talking every 
day life, we're talking about the realities that are. 
I'm talking about my daily lifestyle and what I choose 
to do and don't do at all revolves around the same. 

You say I, you probably believe in a God, you might be, 
at best, an agnostic or more, I mean, I don't know 
where you're at, but -- 

JOHN-4: I'm in Waco. 

STEVE: Are you in Waco? 

JOHN- 4: Yeah, that's where, that's where I 
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am. 

STEVE: I'm standing on the sea of glass, no, 

I'm in Waco with you, unfortunately. 

JOHN-4 : You know, the reality is this things 

got to be resolved in court, and that's your 
opportunity. 

STEVE: I agree. I agree with that. 

JOHN-4: And, you know, that's all part of 

peaceful resolution. 

STEVE : Right . 

JOHN-4: So, you know, they're gonna be 

asking me, you know, how long? How long? 

STEVE: I know they are. 

JOHN-4: And, you know, I think you and I are 

kind of in the same position, you know. We're in this 
together. You know, we, we are pushing for a peaceful 
resolution and, cuid this is the side of the house that 
I represent . 

STEVE: Well, you know, obviously, John, 

obviously, like, when the the attorney's came in, I 
spoke with them. One would. It's just my nature to 
say, let's get this thing resolved, get it done with 
and, I'm, I'm anxious. I think everybody here is 
anxious. David, himself, is. You could see it in his 
eyes when he was talking to the attorney. He wamted to 
be able to say yes to everything and say, let's do it 
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and be done. I mean, you'd have to be a total igno not 
to see advantages amd so forth. But, at the same time, 
he never got into this position in the first place, 
back in '85, because of anything but following the plan 
that was laid out to him. So, for him, he is stuck, 
and those of us here, we all have freedom of choice. 
We've heard the plan, we've seen how he's worked for 
the last number of years, and so, everybody makes the 
decision day by day. It's not something you're, you're 
adamantly stuck on. 

JOHN- 4 ; Let me demonstrate my -- as it 
relates to the Bible. You know the Red Sea crossing? 

STEVE : Yes . 

JOHN- 4 ; That was a window of opportxmity for 
those people and you have a window of opportunity now 

I 

and, and, you know, that's not gonna be there forever. 

STEVE: I agree. I agree. 

JOHN- 4 : That'S, that's, maybe that's the 

frustration for you, but that's the real world and 
that's -- 

STEVE: You're right aUbout that. 

JOHN-4: You've got an opportunity to have 

some excellent legal representation and, after that, 
you're gonna have to, you know, I'm not degrading them, 
but go to a public defender or whatever. 

STEVE: Right. No, I meaui, I always, I do 
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believe that the day comes and if this attorney here 
wouldn't want to take my case, I know for sure I'm 
gonna be able to find someone elsewhere, so I'm not 
concerned about that. 

JOHN-4: Well also, you know, and again, I'm 

not speaking for attorney's but, they want you, as a 
client, to take their legal advise or my understanding 
is they won't represent you. And that's something, 
that's another, you know, non- spiritual thing that's 
you're gonna, that's you're gonna have to deal with. 

STEVE: True. But you got to remember, 

again, I fear God first. I put God first and my 
understanding of that God and what the program is 
that's been laid out, so, I mean, that is the bottom 
line. That's what I keep on telling, why, you know, 
John, would anybody leave Hawaii to come here in the 
first place. I mean that should already tell you 
something about my -- 

JOHN-4: Do they have fire ants in Hawaii? 

STEVE: Do they have what? 

JOHN-4: Fire ants in Hawaii? 

STEVE: No fire* ants, thank God, nothing. No 

snakes, no fire £uit8. It's a paradise. 

JOHN-4: Uh-huh. 

STEVE: If there's an earthly paradise, 

that's the place. I would live no other place in the 
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world other than Hawaii. 

JOHN-4: Uh-htih. 

STEVE: I was totally happy with the 

surroundings. I love the beach. I love the mountains, 
the pools, the waterfalls, all of it. 

JOHN-4: Well, there's certainly a realm of 

possibility to get back there. 

STEVE: I don't plsm on it. It's not what I 

see in the book. This world, I believe, is coming to 
an end but it's a progress -- progressive end, stages. 
And it all has to do with people hearing and 
acknowledging certain things, knowledge, gaining 
knowledge. Always progressing and understanding. True 
religion, like I tell people, like it's been shown to 
me and it's clearly so. True religion isn't religion 
-- rituals and forms and going -- 

JOHN-4: Well, -- 

STEVE: — : to some religious social cl\ab 

where you're a yo-yo. You stand up and sit down so 
many times and you make a cross over your face or 
chest . 

JOHN-4: Yeah. 

STEVE: I mean true religion is education. 

JOHN- 4: Yeah. 

STEVE: Where you gain an education and 

understanding of how God works and why in the past. 
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History repeats that. 

JOHN-4; Well, you're, you're source, Steve, 
and I, you know, I respect your beliefs but you're 
getting this from one source is the way I understand 
it. And, you know, how cUsout you 2 md, and Judy? 

STEVE: You mean that we're getting it from 

one source, from David? 

JOHN- 4; Prom David, yeah. 

STEVE: Well, yeah, because we believe that 

he is divinely inspired. You can be inspired by your 
own feelings, the spirit of the world or God. We 
believe because of what he has shown, the proof, that 
he's inspired of God. 

JOHN- 4: Yeah, but what, what -- and I don't 

want to be argumentative but what if he isn't? 

STEVE: If he isn't then and it can be shown 

to me, I mean I'm out of here. 

JOHN-4: Uh-huh. 

STEVE ; I'm out of here . I'll be gone 

yesterday. 

JOHN-4; Well, how, how can it be shown to 

you? 


STEVE; Well, I haven't had -- well. I'll 
tell you one thing, I'm a very open-minded person and I 
am a listener. And if you have a theologian or a 
scholar there or anywhere, I would --or yourself even. 
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JOHN-4: No, I'm not -- I certainly can't 

debate that, theology. 

STEVE: But take -- you'd have to go back to 

the source, the Bible or some source that has some kind 
of rational to it. 

JOHN-4: Well, you know, you're in there. 

You don't have access to other sources of information. 

STEVE : It is too bad because that ' s why I 

requested early on, like weeks ago already, that if 
Arnold Tabler, any or -- Jesuit scholars, any scholars. 

JOHN- 4 : If, if you come out of there, that 

can be arranged. 

STEVE: Well, that's what I'm saying. You'd 

have -- you'd probably have these people out of here 
if you could get a scholar even on the phone 
where we had a speaker phone or something and they 
could hear what they were saying. If he challenged 
David, 

JOHN -4 : No, we, we sent -- 

STEVE: -- if he showed another perspective. 

JOHN-4: -- we sent that written material 

into you from, — 

STEVE: What written material? 

JOHN-4: -- from a religious scholar. 

STEVE: No, no, you sent -- 

JOHN-4: Oh, it was on a tape, yeah. Okay. 
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STEVE: Yeah, I was going to say what that 

was. We had already heard that on the radio. That was 
just a repetition of what we'd already heard. 

JOHN-4: Steve, what we're discussing isn't 

going to happen in there. 

STEVE: The guy raised questions but at the 

same time, you know, there was no dialogue. There was 
no -- he didn't lay out himself what he thought the 
seven seals were. 

JOHN-4: Well, -- 

STEVE: In fact, then you, you did send in a, 

a -- Byron Sage sent in a one -page, I believe it was, 
to David from one of the scholars from Baylor. Now, 
all the man said basi-- if I remember right, he was a 
Chaplin or something. But basically all the man said, 
he said --he was a sincere Christian type but he 
really said nothing about the seals. He didn't have 
any ideas about them.. See, no one really does, John, 
no one does. I mean it's one thing -- let, let us even 
hear their interpretation but more than that the 
challenge is show us where they're located in the Bible 
clearly, where a human being can -- oh, yeah, I see 
that. I mean that's simple. David has done that. And 
if you took the time, I think you would agree, whether 
you believed it or not, that, yeah, this is the same 
kind of language employed and I can see the same 
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concepts and how they relate. I believe you would 
agree with that, I do. You'd see it. But whether 
you'd want to choose to follow on whether the book is 
true or false, that's another issue. But I mean that's 
all we've ever said. The challenge is — there are 
people^ out there, scholars, ministers, making money off 
the masses because they're supposed to know that book. 
Well, the challenge is show us the seven seals. If 
you're a servant of Christ, the last book shows that 
you'll know the seven seals. So, that's been the 
challenge from day one. If these people would come out 
right now, if someone shows something else, they 
wouldn't need to be listening to this guy David. 

JOHN- 4. Yeah. 

STEVE : Seriously . 

JOHN- 4 : Yeah. But, Steve, that's not going 

to happen in there. 

STEVE: Why isn't it going to happen in here? 

Why not? 

JOHN- 4: No one's going to come in there and 

debate that, you know. Besides, you know, -- 

STEVE: Well, in -- or what about on the 

telephone, John? 

JOHN-4: — you need, you need a forum. 

STEVE: I agree but that could be worked out 

over the telephone. I think that guys like this 
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Professor Philip Arnold, he would -- I bet any money he 
would come in here to do that and we'd record the whole 
thing. But I mean, you know, you saw that these 
attorneys never got hurt. 

JOHN-4: Steve, Ste-- 

STEVE: Listen, we've never aggressi-- we've 

never intimidated or fired upon or pointed a gun at any 
of your agents outside the building. We've never done 
any of those things. We've never -- not even close. 

JOHN-4: Yeah. Well, I appreciate that. You 

know, this isn't about which, which religious belief is 
correct and which is off center and so forth. 

STEVE: No, no, you're forgetting that these 

people are here aside from that incident because they 
believe in certain events that are going to be taking 
place and -- 

JOHN-4: Well, I understand that. And I said 

I respect that but, you know, we're dealing with 
reality here. 

STEVE: No, that's reality to us also. 

That's what you don't understand. 

JOHN-4: Well, put it in perspective. You 

know, there's some, there's some people that have been 
killed. You know, that's reality. 

STEVE: Yeah, about six of them on this side. 

JOHN-4: Uh-huh. Well, there you are. 
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STEVE: Do you know that 

JOHN -4 : Don't you think you ought to get 

that matter cleared up? 

STEVE: Now, that real — I'll tell you the 

truth, I heard what what's his name, that Troy had to 
say -- oh, I think it was Ricks -- about these agents 
being --no, I can't remember which one it was but one 
of the guys mentioned ed>out four agents being killed, 
never saying anything about how they came and attacked 
and killed people laying in their beds -- 

JOHN-4: Well, Steve, why -- 

STEVE: -- laying in their beds. 

JOHN- 4: Why should I believe you that you 

lost six people? Who are they? 

STEVE: Their name --we already gave you 

their names. You already had them. 

JOHN-4: No, we don't. We don't have those 

names . 

STEVE: Sure you do. 

JOHN-4: No, un-ah. 

STEVE: You had Winston Blake. You had Perry 

Jones, Peter Gent. You asked me about Jay Dean 
Wendell. That — and you were correct, that is 
correct. She was killed, shot in the head while she 
laid on her bed. And you can make an announ-- 
hopefully, you'll make that announcement tomorrow over 
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the press. Jay Dean Wendell, the mother of that four 
month old baby that went out along with three other 
children, four children, she was killed immediately. 
JOHN-4: Okay. Who else? 

STEVE: So why do you think people start -- 

those people that did grab guns were scared to death. 
They thought for sure they were -- these people -- I 
heard from everybody, they heard that these people are 
coming to take all their lives and, and because of how 
this whole place was rattled and riddled full of shells 
and bullets, what do you expect? 

JOHN- 4: Steve, you, you gave me four. 

STEVE: Okay. And then also you mentioned 

Peter Hipsman. He was another one that was killed. 
JOHN-4 : And who else? 

STEVE: Let's see. Jay Dean, Peter Hipsman, 

Perry Jones, Winston Blake. How many is there? How 
many did I give you so far? 

JOHN-4: That's five. 

STEVE: Oh, and then you told about Mike 

Schroeder. 

JOHN- 4: Mike Schroeder? 

STEVE: Yeah. 

JOHN- 4: Where did that happen, do you know? 

STEVE: I have — you guys know that. I have 

no idea. The ATF apparently shot him 300 yards from 
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this complex and left his body laying there for three, 
four days. 

JOHN-4: Oh. How about, how about 

STEVE : Did the guy end up dying out in the 

field then, I wonder? 

JOHN-4: I don't know. I don't know. 

STEVE: I mean I know the ATF knows. 

Somebody -- one of those guys shot him. The guy was 
left for dead or left laying there dying. 

JOHN-4: Uh-huh. 

STEVE: I'd like to have known -- know myself 

what happened to him. 

JOHN-4; How about the children, any children 

injured? 

STEVE; No, not that I'm aware of. 

JOKN-4: Okay. Well, I appreciate that, 

Steve, and, and this -- these resolution -- again, that 
-- I think it's a frustration for you euid for us. 

STEVE; You 3cnow, I, I think it would be good 
if you let the, you know, let that out to the press 
about who was killed and -- 

JOHN-4: Well, -- 

STEVE: You asked me and apparently you had 

that information already so, you know, that, that's -- 

JOHN-4: Well, I'll pass that along but I 

don't make those decisions. That's something that's 
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got to come out in court, you know. 

STEVE: But can you see -- I mean here -- 

JOHN-4: Was, was Michael Schroeder killed 

instantly, do you know? 

STEVE : Pardon? 

JOHN-4: Was, was Schroeder killed instantly? 

STEVE: I don't know. You Icnow, John, I 

don't know anything about Michael Schroeder. The only 
thing I know about him is what you people have told me 
or what has come out in the press conference. 

JOHN-4: You know, -- 

STEVE: I know nothing about him. 

JOHN-4: Okay. I'm fairly new here, Steve, 

but, you know, all these details you're telling me, you 
know, gets my attention. If you come out, you can give 
this to the press, you know. This is, this is — 
obviously you can't -- 

STEVE: Well, you know, you're part of the 

legal system. You're part of justice and you're part 
of the lawful aspect of -- 

JOHN- 4 : You know, I'm, I'm part of 

attempting to resolve this thing feasibly. That's my 
role in this thing. It doesn't go any further than 
that. 

STEVE: You people have always wanted to know 

who was killed and so I, you know, I, I've told you 
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what I know. 

JOHN-4: Was, was, was --we had some 

information that maybe one of David's kids was killed. 

STEVE: Well, maybe he was revi-- maybe the 

person, if that's so, was revived. I, 1 heard from the 
beginning, too, that I believe it was a two year old 
girl. 

JOHN-4 : A two year old girl was killed? 

STEVE: I believe -- I think that's -- I 

don't know if that's -- I believe from the beginning 
that's what I was told myself or that's what I heard. 

JOHN- 4: You don't know? 

STEVE : Pardon? 

JOHN- 4: You don't know? 

STEVE: I never did know for a fact because 

in those beginning days I was -- 

JOHN-4: Well, -- 

STEVE: -- only in one part of the building 

near and around -- 

JOHN- 4: Well, we've been here -- 

STEVE: Pardon? 

JOHN-4: We've been here over 30 days. 

STEVE: Yeah, we have been. 

JOHN-4: Doesn't anybody talk about things 

like that? 


STEVE: Not so much. Not too much. 
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JOHN-4: See, -- 

STEVE; I mean no one wants to really think 
and talk about certain things because, of course, it 
hits a poor spot along with, you know, shedding tears 
and -- 

JOHN-4; Yeah, I mean but the fact that a 
child was killed I think should be common knowledge in 
there if it occurred. You know, I mean -- 

STEVE; Well, that's just it. If it, if it 
did , that ' s right . 

JOHN-4: — where, where I'm from, if a kid 

gets hit by a car, it's front page news. 

STEVE ; Exactly . 

JOHN- 4: That's the way we feel ed>out 

children. 

STEVE: Well, I've never noticed any front 

page news when a child is killed around Waco. 

JOHN-4: Is, is — was David -- is David 

maybe holding back information from you, do you think? 

STEVE: It's possible but highly unlikely. 

JOHN-4: Well, what are you guys doing with 

your, with your casualties in there? 

STEVE: With the casualties? 

JOHN-4: Yeah. 

STEVE: Those that died? 

JOHN-4; Yeah, your, your dead ones. 
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STEVE: Well, like Perry Jones and all these 

people, of course, they've been taken care of. 

JOHN-4: What, what does that mean? 

STEVE: Well, you know, I'm not going to be 

getting into that. If David wants to say something 
edbout it, he Ceui. 

JOHN-4: Okay. Well, what's 

STEVE: It'S just like, you know, you ask us 
about the water supply and, you know, what, what are we 
going to answer to that? 

JOHN-4: Well, those are, those are, those 

are humanitarian concerns. 

STEVE: Well, I'm -- sure they are, John, 

just like Judy's finger and David being shot and all 
the rest. And we allowed you to -- people to take your 
wounded off, to take care of them. We expected the 
same treatment. And, of course, that's never come 
edsout. So you say humanitarian -- 

JOHN-4: Now, wait a -- 

STEVE: If we told you we had no water, would 
you be sending water in? Of course you wouldn't be. 

JOHN-4: There's a possibility, yeah. But, 

you know, you have to show some good faith on your 
side, too. 

STEVE: We had. 


JOHN-4: No, no - 
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STEVE: We have been right along, John. 

We've shown good faith from day one, right from the 
time that we were shot at and I called and Wayne Martin 
called on the telephone and called for you people, 
asking that this thing be resolved by communication of 
speech. 

JOHN->4: Well, you know, that initially we 

talked -- 

STEVE: Not, not to be shot at first and 

talked, -- 

JOHN-4: Yeah. 

STEVE: -- you ]cnow, to the dead corpses 

later. 

JOHN- 4: That, that involves the ATF and, and 

I'm with the FBI, okay? So, I'm not -- 

STEVE: No, when I say you, I'm talking about 

generally this whole business. 

JOHN-4: Uh-huh. You know, any of those 

needs that we're discussing, Steve, will certainly be 
forthcoming if — when this is resolved. You know, we 
-- we're not going to cater, and that might sound a 
little strange using that type of word, but we're not 
going to cater to you in there, you know. It's not to 
your advantage or ours, you Jcnow. 

STEVE: It's definitely not been to my 

advantage to be — right from day one when I was shot 
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at, all of a sudden I'm a criminal. I get shot at. 
Someone wants to take my life and I'm the -- can you 
imagine that? Here I've got to go sit in jail to wait 
for trial, not knowing what's going to happen, what I'm 
even going to be charged with. You know, I don't even 
have the --to tell you the truth, I don't have the 
faintest idea what some of the charges might be. I've 
got an idea to some degree but it amazes me that I'd be 
charged with anything at all. 

JOHN-4: Uh-huh. So, let's -- 

STEVE: I came here back a month or -- about 

a couple of weeks before tb study the Bible again, as I 
usually do when I come in from California. And then to 
get shot at and all of a sudden, you know, here we're 
looking at criminal charges. You aren't. The ATF 
aren't, the ones that came to take our lives and, in 
fact, did. And Jay Dean. Wendell, she never had a 
chance. Perry Jones. never had a chance. I'd like to 
-- that David Troy -- I mean there are times, you know, 
the human being wamts to just up and use language in 
this world like a lot of people do use, like what we 
heard come out of the mouth of the ATF agents. A man 
like him, a lying son-of-a -- tihh. I'll tell you what, 
what I've heard him say on the press and all that, a 
liar from day one. His father is found John 844, a 
liar from the beginning, a murderer. The first lie 
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caused mankind to die. That's what this David Troy is 
all cd>out. 

JOHN-4; Uh-huh. Well, you know, -- 

STEVE: Intelligence mam for the ATF man, 

he would be good for the Gestapo. He'd have been good 
for the RGBS. 

JOHN-4: Steve, all this stuff -- 

STEVE; KGB. 

JOHN-4: -- you're talking edsout is, is, is 

going to come out in court, you know, and I, you know, 

I can't stress this -- 

STEVE: They come --he was talking about his 

agents being killed. They come here and shot people 
like Perry Jones. 

JOHN-4; Well, you know, -- 

STEVE: The man never had a chaince. 

JOHN- 4; The court system -- 

STEVE: Never had a chance. 

JOHN-4; -- is independent of ATF or the FBI 
or any agency. 

STEVE: How come these guys aren't arrested, 

though, John? Okay, if I'm arrested and you've got — 
look at, you've got Rath — 

JOHN-4: Well, nobody knows your side, you 

know. 


STEVE: Wait, wait. You've got Kathy 
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Schroeder. You've got Brad Branch. You've got 
Livingston Pagan. You've got all these people. Why 
the "H" are not some of these people being locked up 
^uld , and interrogated? 

JOHN-4: Well, nobody has your side of it, 

Steve, and that's not going to happen until you -- 
STEVE: No one has our side? You've got 

people of ours out there right now trying to speak. 

How long do they have to be -- 

JOHN- 4 : That's got to come out in the proper 


STEVE: How long do they have to sit there 

being locked up? 

JOHN-4: It's got to come out in the proper 

form. 


STEVE: I mean you've got, you've got 

Katherine Madison, a blind old woman, and you've got 
her for conspiracy to. commit murder. You've got her 
for attempted murder. You've got her for mur-- I mean 
what in the heck -- 

JOHN-4: Does she deserve your support? 

STEVE: Does she deserve America's support? 

JOHN- 4 : Does she deserve your support? 

STEVE: She's innocent until proven guilty. 

She's innocent right now and you've got her locked — 
you've gone -- you people have gone so against every 
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principle of the Constitution, you're going to amend 
the thing to death, people like yourselves. 

JOHN- 4: Does, does that woman deserve your 

support? 

STEVE: Does that woman deserve your support? 

JOHN-4; No, yours? 

STEVE: No, yours. I mean yours and the ATF, 

I mean this Governments. This Government looks like 
it's turning into a totalitarian government, isn't it, 
tyranny? 

JOHN-4: Well, let's, let's talk about you, 

Steve. I'm -- my job here is just hopefully to 
peacefully resolve this thing. 

STEVE: How can you peacefully -- that's 

going to have to -- 

JOHN-4: Can I ask -- can I ask you a 

question? 

STEVE: Jo^, don't you see that there's got 

to be something beyond man? Man hasn't peacefully, 
peacefully resolved anything in 6,000 years. It just 
doesn't work here, does it? Look at the corruption 
that's come into this government. I meem the people 
like Jefferson, the painstaking time — that's why the 
document of the Constitution is so in^ortant. It's 
been so run over by all these powerful merchants that 
now control this little puppets that are called 
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politicians. I mean when you -- looking at all these 
details, I mean this, this country, like the world, is 
in need of some real help, isn't it? 

JOHN-4: Well, you know,. 

STEVE : I mean if you and I want justice, if 

I want justice, if any of these people that are in jail 
right now want justice, the dead people want justice, 
it's not going to come from this court system which is 
totally 

JOHN -4 : It's certainly not going to -- not 

going to come from staying in there. 

STEVE: I know too many cases where juries 

have come to certain decisions and then it's been 
abrogated by the judge. 

JOHN-4 : But what kind of case is that? 

STEVE: Oh, there's a number of cases that 

Wayne Martin was sharing with me here not too long ago. 

JOHN- 4: Well, -- 

STEVE: I was amazed at some of the, the, the 

decisions made by the, the jury which were set aside by 
judges. What kind of a thing is that? What -- 

JOHN-4: Well, -- 

STEVE: -- good was it to have a jury system? 

JOHN-4: Well, you know, the investigative 

agency in this is an independent body and that's the 
Texas Rangers. 
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STEVE: I'm hoping that, you know, these guys 

are respectful but -- 

JOHN-4: They're very professional. 

STEVE: -- these -- nowadays, who knows 

anything for sure anymore? 

JOHN-4: They're probably one of the most 

professional agencies in this country. 

STEVE: I hope so. I meeui nothing's --to 

come out in this system but I see you -- I mean how you 
people -- 

JOHN-4: Steve, not, not, nothing's going to 

happen -- 

STEVE: -- how the system's already abused 

Katherine Madison, little Margaret Lawson from Hawaii, 
the little humble Japanese woman. I mean what in the 
heck -- 

JOHN- 4: Well, come out and support her. 

You're holding this thing up. 

STEVE: No, I'm not. She's been falsely 

accused. She's, she's -- 

JOHN- 4: What do you meain you're not? 

STEVE: Everybody here is guilty xintil proven 

innocent, isn't that true? 

JOHN-4: Well, I -- 

STEVE: That'S what I'm seeing. That's what 

you people have shown. The whole system now has -- 
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it's not innocent until proven guilty. The -- 

JOHN-4: But, Steve, Steve, I have -- I know 

STEVE: — eystem is, you know, — a person is 
to be charged here to go to court real quickly. I'm 
told by the attorneys who I'm -- and I'm sure it's 
true, that one will end up sitting around in jail for 
six months before you even come to trial. 

JOHN-4: Steve, I'm not a -- 

STEVE: The Government's got up to five years 

to keep on coming up with new charges for you. 

JOHN- 4 : Well, I'm not a judge or a jury so 

STEVE: Well, I'm -- when you hear all of 

that kind of thing, who wants to sit in jail for five 
years before things are resolved. You do it and then 
maybe I'll think about doing it. 

JOHN- 4: You know, from what you say, it, it 

indicates that, you know, okay, the individuals that, 
that are charging may -- just have half of the story. 
You know, that's why they have a system. 

Do you know about the Speedy Trial Act? 

STEVE: I've, I've heard about things like 

that. 

JOHN-4: They, they can -- 

STEVE: Too bad it doesn't work. 
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JOHN-4: Oh, if it doesn't work, they'll 

probably throw the case out. I mean that's, that's a, 
that's an absolute in the court system. 

STEVE: I mean wha — so Kathy Schroeder's 

innocent. She's already spent time in jail. Look at 
the kind of time she's already spent. How are you 
going to repay — how is the system going to repay her 

JOHN-4: Well, you -- 

STEVE: -- life back to her? 

JOHN-4 : You take that up with your attorney. 

STEVE: No, no, I'm taking it up with you and 

God right now. Who are you or anybody in this world to 
take time from me? 

JOHN- 4: Steve, don't, don't put me on a 

power with God. 

STEVE: I'm, I'm still -- listen, I'm still a 

free moral agent in this world. I can still make some 
choices. 

JOHN-4; Well, I hope you -- I hope you are 
amd that's what, that's what I'm -- 

STEVE: And right now I'd like to see why it 

is -- you show me some --or this whole system, some 
real fairness about also taking these same men that 
came to take our lives. Let's go all the way up to 
Higgins, all the way up to the director himself. 
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JOHN-4: You know, once an individual is 

charged under the Speedy Trial Act, they've got 60 days 
to bring that, that matter to court. 

STEVE: I know you want to keep avoiding the 

very issues that are involved here but I'm -- 1 can't. 
There's murderers involved here. Number one, the 
Constitution has — 

JOHN-4: Well, Steve, I'm — 

STEVE: -- given us right to bear arms in the 

first place. Who is this blanking ATF agency that the 
Constitution had never allowed for in the first place? 
Who's, who's involved in doing these kinds of things? 

JOKN-4: Steve, I'm, I'm, -- hey, I'm with 

the FBI. It's a, you know, -- 

STEVE: You know, and the American people 

they can't even vote these kind of people — 

JOHN-4: I can't even — 

STEVE: You know, they're not even - 

JOHN-4: Steve, I cam't even tell you when 

the ATF was founded, okay. 

STEVE: That ATF are not even answerable 

directly to the people of America, are they? Are they, 
John? Neither are you people. If I wanted to vote you 
out, how would I get you out? 

JOHN-4: You can probably lodge a complaint 

against me with the FBI and they'd have — 
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STEVE: Well, that's what I'm saying. No,

3 JOHN-4: -- an Internal Affairs 

4 investigation. 

5 STEVE: -- agency is above the law and is 

6 beyond the, the vote of the people. This is not even a 

7 democracy anymore. It was originally a repxiblic, not a

JOHN-4; Steve, I, I, -- 

STEVE; -- have their rights guaranteed.
